Lcxongton, Ky., Sept. 26. — The call 
for a national conference of tobacco 
cooperative association executives, 
which has been planned by Judge Rod- 
ert W. Bingham, Jamea C. Stone and 
Aaron Saplro, of tho Burley Tobacco 
Growers' Cooperative Association, and 
which la expocted to be held either In 
Islington or Loulsvlllo this fall, Is 
oxpected within the next few . days. 
Those who will take part In the con- 
ference arc the presidents, sales man- 
agers, directors of warehouses, secre- 
taries, field service chiefs and public- 
ity directors nnd the conference will 
discuss problems of mutual Interest to 
all the tobacco cooperators and the 
cooperative marketing movement gen- 
erally. 

Judge Bingham has been busy In tho 
dark tobacco district, speaking in tho 
offort to organize tho growers of dark 
tobacco In most of the mportnnt cen- 
ters and has not had time to devote 
to tho details of the proposed confer- 
ence for tho past several weeks, but It 
was said at the offices of the Hurley as- 
sociation thiit he Is expected to issue 
tho cnll for tho conference soon. 

Nearly 250.000 tobacco growers will 
be represented In tho conference. In- 
cluding 80,000 In the bright tobacco 
district of Virginia nnd tho Carollnas, 
70,000 In the Burley district ,nnd the 
remainder In the Wisconsin and Con- 
necticut cigar tobacco districts. 

The field service division of the bur- 
ley association reported more than 60<i 
now members for tho past week and 
workers busy In every section of the 
district giving to all outside growers 
the opportunity to come In before No- 
vember 6, when tho books will close 
for the yoar. Good word Is being done 
In many counties, and especially in 
Anderson county, where a consider- 
able number of growers have come 
Into the association nt the solicitation 
of Albert T. Day and J. P. Baxter, who 
havo been assisting the local organlza- 
ilon there. In Green county, Chairman 
Woodson Lewis reported a successful 
drive Thursday and Friday, and In the 
Huntington territory. Manager Harry 
B. Carpenter and his staff have ndded 
many members. 



Winchester, Ky., Sept. 26. — Scoboe

When the motion for ball for Hard- 
man was presented to the court, the 
commonwealth presented the proposi- 
tion that If ball was granted, it must 
be done on the presumption of Hard- 
man's Innocence, whereas the com- 
monwealth contended the burden of 
proof of Innocence is on the defendant. 
The court did not decide that question, 
hut merely overruled the motion for 
ball. 

Hnrdman, Fox and Mrs. Renaker are 
under indictment charged with con 
splracy to kill Leon Renaker, found 
dead In bed et his home last July. His 
skull had been crushed. Tho Renaker 
estate. Including life Insurance, In est! 
mated st more than $50,000.

English Troops on March to Block the 
AdTHuce of Turks Into Ken- 
tnil Zone— GhMMk Is 
Menaced. 

Constantinople, Sept. 26.— The Brit- 
ish march from Chanak toward Erkcn- 
koui, where the Turks have taken up 
position In the neutral zone, bos 
started ,lt was reported hero today. 

According to this report the desti- 
nation cf the British troops is Kusu- 
eul, which is seven miles south of 
lianak, the British Btronghold, and 
bout three miles north of Krenkeul, 
the Kemalists' position. 

The purpose of tho British march, it 
was reported, Is to take up n position 
at Kusukcul In order to block the 
Turks in case tbey start to advance to- 
ward Chanak. 

It was reported further that the 
Turks were rushing reinforcements of 
troops .machine guns and heavy artil- 
lery to Krenkeul, which would Indicate 
that tho Kemalists do not intend to 
withdraw, but are desirous of 
strengthening their position. 

These reinforcements were made in 
tho face of an ultimatum served on 
Mustapha Kemal at Smyrna today by 
the Allied admirals there that the 
Turkish forces must be withdrawn 
from the neutral zone of the straits 
with 48 hours. 

The invasion at Krenkeul, which 
threatens to upset the allied peace 
plans in tho near east is the second 
by the Kemalists. 

The Kemalists 48 hours ago entered 
tho neutral zone, but, after their com 
nanders stated they do so because 
they were under the impression the 
British had left, the Turks withdrew.

Detectives are seeking a woman, 
who, while attending the funeral serv- 
ices of Mr. Hall, is reported to have 
remarked in an audible tone to her 
neighbor: 

"Well, they aro carrying him out 
of the church now.

A 
little later ho cuCercd a recurrence of 
the asthmatic seizure and hla physi- 
cians vrere unable to save him. 

Funeral arrangements have not been 
completed, but tho lato senator's 
burial will occi.r at his home in Thom- 
son, Ga, where Mrs. Watson went 
some timo rgo. Mrs. Watson had re- 
turned to Thompson to recuperate 
after a severe llness. There are no 
children. 

The Georgia senator, who was one 
of the most i.lcturesquo figures In pub- 
lic life, was 66 years old. As a member 
of the House, as an editor, as Populist 
caudidato for vico president and aB 
senator, ho attracted widespread at- 
tention because of his fiery speech and 
writing and his aggressive champion- 
ing of tho causes In which he was in- 
terested.

THE STRIKE INJUNCTION 



The action of the 
restraining the striking 



federal government in seeking an injunction 
roalroad shopmen from interfering with 
transportation was a logical development. The surrender of Presi- 
dent Wilson and an intimidated congress six years ago to arbitrary 
demands and threats of the railroad brotherhoods made it inevitable 
that this conflict woul dame, and that the government would be 
called upon to assert its supremacy over all classes, groups or in- 
1 o rt?sts 

On the surface the action appears merely a move to brcatk the 
strike. But it has a far deeper significance. In the attempt of an 
organized group to paralyze an instrumentality necessary" to the life 
of the nation there is raised essentially thr issue of sovietism. and 
that challenge the government has accepted. 

When the railroads of the country were turned back to private 
management in the spring of 1920 they cainc under the new trans- 
portation act known as the Esch-Cummins law. A main purpose of 
this measure was ot prevent a tie-up of transportation by either the 
companies or its organized workers or both. With this aim it created 
the railroad labor board, with the' function o fhearing and determin- 
ing disputes betwen the carrier and their emplayees atud so in- 
venting interruptions of service. A clause prohibiting railroad strikes 
was strongly supported but was eliminated at demand of the unions, 
while both the companies and the unions opposed a provision making 
the decisions of the board enforceable, and the politicians in congress 
yielded that point also. 

The unions accepted the law, and straightway applied for wage 
increases in addition to those made under government control, and in 
July, 1920, the board granted increases aggregating $600,000,000 a 
year! It likewise sanctioned the application of nation-wide union 
rules governing conditions of work, to the great advantage of the 
unions and to the detriment of the railroads and the public. A year 
later the board ordered a wage reduction, the cost of living having re. 
ceded, and subsequently the railroad freight rates wcer correspond- 
ingly cut. Last spring the railroads asked further wage reductions, 
and, after exhaustive hearings, at which the unions were fully heard, 
decreases were ordered for three classes of workers.^ 

Forthwith the uhopmon voted a strike, and on July 1 more than 
half of them quit work. 15y this action they undertook to paralyze 
transportation in order to force nullification of the labor board's 
findings. In other words, they repudiated and defied the authority 
of a lawfully constituted tribunal, the one agency authorized to settle 
wage dispute raised and an agency whose rulings the shopmen had 
accepted when they gained by doing so. 

The issue was no longer between the railroads and their em- 
ployees, but between the unions and the government. The federal 
board announcd that the strikers had divested themselves of the 
right to claim the benefits of its decisions on wages and rules. Pres- 
ident Harding likewise stated the issue in a formal proclamation on 
July 11. Citing the fact that the railroad labor board is "an agency 
of the government created by law and charged with the duty of ad- 
justing disputes between railroad operators and employees." he de- 
clared that "men who choose to accept employment under the terms 
of the decision have the same indisputable right to work that others 
have to decline to work,'' and he called upon "all persons to refrain 
from all interference with the lawful efforts to maintain interstate 
transportation and the carrying of the United States mails." 

Upon the basis of these official utterances the railroads posted 
notices that strikers who did not return within a specified time would 
lose their seniority rights. The struggle not ending, the president 
resorted to patient and persistent efforts at mediation, but without 
avail. Even attempts by the railroad brotherhoods to arrange a com- 
promise failed, the strikers rejecting the proposals. Manwhile. out- 
breaks of violence and acts of interference with railroad service in 
many parts of the country became serious in the aggregate; passen- 
ger trains were abandoned, locomotives were damaged, rails were 
torn up and shopmen who had disregarded the strike order were sub- 
jected to assault and intimidation. The situation was aggravated by 
the coal strike; with a fuel shortage imminent the capacity of the 
railroads to move coal when mining was resumed was being seriously 
impaired. In this emergency President Harding told congress that 
he would "use all the power of the government to maintain transpor- 
tation," and the injunction move naturally resulted. 

The essential fact that stands out in the record is that the strike 
is not against the railroads but against the government. The unions 
have undertaken to nullify by force the decrees of a tribunal created 
by law, by the method paralyzing transportation. The fundamental 
question, therefore, is whether an organized group shall he permitted 
to defy the government and impose its will upon the nation by force. 

But another vital issue is raised. The country is face to face 
at last with the question whether men employed in operating utilities 
necessary to the existence of society have the right to strike. That 
this grave matter can properly be dealth with in injunction proceed- 
ings will be widely challenged; many Americans will doubt the jus- 
tice of an attempt to settle by judicial degree an issue which lies in 
the province of legislation by congress. We think, however, that the 
courts may be relied upon not to grant an injunction which goes be- 
yond the legitimate bounds of such an order.

"Tho desire to shift the burden of 
taxation, tho desire Boomlngly to g<t 
something for nothing, causes Individ- 
uals, organizations, communities and 
states to appeal to their Federal rep- 
resentatives for national appropria- 
tions for undertakings of a more or 
less local Interest The same sort of 
appeal thnt originates In one locality 
originates In a hundred or a thousand 
others, and the communications from 
conctltuents which pour In upon 
members of Congress Induce them to 
support the appropriations which 
make up tho burden of which taxpay- 
ers complain. 

"It Is needless to recount the vari- 
ous purp°soB for which theoa appro- 
priations are asked. There la the de- 
mand for Federal! funds to control al- 



most every pest to which agricultural 
crops o fevory kind are subject. There 
Is the overy-growing demand that the 
United States government aball sup- 
ply not only supervision but direct 
assistance in controlling almost every 
form of human disease. The United 
states government now controla the 
enforcement of the liquor laws which 
was formerly left to the states and 
municipalities. Through the Federal 
Trado Commission the government Is 
attempting to diminish fraud. The 
government haa joined with the states 
In a cooperative system of highway 
Improvement. It has also Joined with 
the slates In a co-operative plan for 
proper medical attention In maternity 
cases. It Is proposed that the govern- 
ment shall erect a public building In 
every tlty or town having r. first, sec- 
ond or third class postoroce. It la pro- 
posed that the government shall ex- 
tend Its work In the construction of 
Internal canals; that tho government 
shall undertake the protection of the 
banks of the Mississippi; that the 
government shall expend more mil- 
lions on Muscle Shoals. 

• These are only a few of the pro- 
jects which call for new o rlorgor 
sums from the Federal treasury, and 
many cf them have merit Hut they In- 
dicate tbe reason why government ex- 
penditures continue to grow. 

"In the ultimate analysis, responsi- 
bility for large appropriations rests 
not with Congress but with the citi- 
zenship of the country. It Is useless 
to write to members of congress In 
opposition to large appropriations In 
tonoral but at the same time write to 
them In favor of particular appropria- 
tions. The two positions are Incon- 
sistent and Irreconcilable Foderal ap-

PRAISING POOL IS 

READ BY BINGHAM 

Founder of Burley Co-Operathe Is 
Helping AcUtely In Similar 
Organization In Dark 
Tobacco District 

Hopkinsvllle, Ky. — Judge R. W. 
Iliugham, of Louisville, beginning a 
week s campaign in Western Kentucky 
hero Monday afternoon In the interest 
of the Dark Tobacco Growers' Associ- 
ation, created much enthusiasm by 
reading the following letter from Gov- 
ernor Morrow: 

"I ^.hesitatingly indorse the move- 
ment now under way In Western Ken- 
tucky looking to th eformatlon of a co- 
operative association of dark tobacco 
growers i modeled on the plan o fthe 
Burley Tobacco Growers' Association. 
From every section of the Blue GrasB 
I have hoard nothing but C°Od reports 
from the members cf the burley as- 
sociation and it is freely predicted by 
men of the highest business sagacity 
that the burley association will con- 
tinue to crow In usefulness and in 
service to those who grow am! s'll the 
crop. 

"Prom every standpoint it appears 
to me that the co-operatlvo plan of 
marketing one of Kentucky's chief 
crops will solve one of the state's chief 
problems, produce more stability in 
price and bring a very great measure 
of good to all concerned. 
' "It is my Judgment that the co-op- 
erative plan Is no longer a theory; it 
has demonstrated itself by its work 
For this and for many other reasons 
I am glad to add my indorsement of 
the movement lookng to the organiza- 
tion o fthe dark tobacco growers of 
Kentucky into a co-operative associa- 
tion." 

Former Attorney Goneral James 
Breathitt Introduced Judge Bingham, 
who advised growers to study the con- 
tracts carefully before they pledged 
their acres emphasized the fact that 
the contracts run for five years and 
that members must adhere rigidly to 
the procedure outlined. Heretofore the 
buyer fixed the price for the tobacco 
and no wit Is the farmer's own fault 
if he does not obtain his own price. He 
cited the case of the burley growers, 
who In 1921 received as low as a quar- 
ter o fa cent a pound for the products 
of long months of toll, but who this 
yoar, under co-operatiive marketing, 
have already received twice as much 
as they did for their entire crop last 
year.
